Sacramento, Cai,., Jan. 1*. 

I have been sojourning in this town — 
the capital of the State— for a few days, 
and w hile here have gathered a number of 
very interesting items of information rela- 
tive to the Central Pacific Railroad, which 
road will form the western half of the 
great continental railroad that, stretching 
over plain and valley, over the Rocky and 
Sierra Nevada ranges of mountains, will 
unite the Atlantic to the Pacific coast, 
aud reduce the time taken to make the 
journey between them lrom twenty-two 
days to about ten days. 

Although ever since the early discovery 
of gold on this coast the subject of a con- 
tinental railroad has been agitated in 
Congress, and the necessity tor it admit- 
ted, yet so great was the desire for differ- 
ent sections to possess it, and so ardently 
did each press its claim for possessing the 
best route, that the Government became 
bewildered on the subject, and for ^ome 
time it was questionable whether the road 
would be built at all. But at last the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad Company of Califor- 
nia triumphed, not through over reaching 
but through the now universally admitted 
tact that the route they selected was by 
far the best and most practicable one, and 
their desire to build the road on this side 
the most earnest and determined. But 
after they triumphed in Washington they 
bad another battle to wage here with the 
Sacramento Valley Railroad Company, 
which with its friends now proclaiming 
with stentorian voices that their route via 
Plaeerville and I.ake Tuhoe was the best

To Captain Kierforts, who arrived here 
last evening direct from Fast Tenness- e, 
we are indebted for further particulars 
relative to the great inundation which 
has proved so disastrous to life and prop- 
erty in that section. 

Captain Kierforts, in company with 
seven other gentlemeu, left CUattauooga 
Tuesday morning, on board the steamer 
Cherokee, the regular packet from that 
point to Bridgeport. Arriving at that 
place, they were necessarily compelled, 
by the severing of all railroad communi- 
cation, to take a circuitous route oyer the 
mountains to reach Anderson station, on 
the Nashville and Chattanooga road, 
where they took the cars for Nashville. 

He states that the Tennessee has risen 
fourteen feet higher than was ever known 
before; but at the time of his departure 
from Chattanooga it had experienced a 
decline of about twenty inches. The rol- 
ling mill, Government ship-yard, and 
many of the largest mercantile houses on 
the bank of the river, are swept away, or 
totally destroyed. The water was up to 
the second story of the Crutchfield House, 
and boats are continually passing to and 
fro.

Fish stories are proverbially discredita- 
ble— so touch so. that, when we manage to 
get bold of a good one. we are almost loth 
to tell it for fear that our statements may 
be laughed at. However, despite this, we 
will relate an incident which happened 
yesterday, and which was told ns by a gen- 
tlemau whose veracity we have never had 
occasion to doubt. 

It seems that a number of men and boys 
were at work almost opposite the Detroit 
and Milwaukee depot, when one of the 
number saw an enormous sturgeon swim- 
ming near the surface of the water close 
by the dock. The party armed tnem- 
selves with poles and other weapons, while 
a boy named Patrick Nolan procured a 
boat hook and resolved upon the capture 
of the monster. Patrick made a lunge at 
the fish and caught the hook in its back, 
but, beforejhe had time to brace hiin*elt 
and haul the fish on the dock, it dartel 
out into the river, jerking him from h ; s 
footing into the icy water. The boy held 
on to the boat hook and was dragged with 
great velocity out into the middle of the 
stream, and then out towards the lake. 

The spectators, meanwhile, were almost 
paralyzed with terror. They were power- 
less to help Nolan, and could only look 
on and see him dragged through the water 
by a monstrous fish at a rate of speed ex- 
ceeding that of the fastes; row boat They 
called to him to release his hold of the 
boat hook, but be, either too much terri- 
fied to heed, or not being able to hear, 
clung fast to it as if it was his only hope 
of life. The monster fish, maddened by 
pafn, and terrified by the load he was 
dragging, lashed the water into flakes of 
foam as he sped outward toward the great 
lake, never staying in his mad course, i 
Death seemed the only fate awaiting the 
boy, and one or two ot those on shore 
knelt down and implored the mercy of 
Heaven upon his soul as he fast receded 
from their sight — probably forever. Provi- : 
dentially, however, a couple of fishermen, 
who were iu a boat near the straight cut 
| saw what had transpired, and although 
‘ unable, at that distance, to understand the 
full nature of the affair, intercepted the , 
i course of the fish. But there’s many a slip ! 
i twixt the cup and the lip; for, just as 
! they were about to grasp the almost inani- 
i mate form of the lad the fish changed its 
' course, and the body escaped froru thoir 
hands. They comnrenceu a pursuit, noW- 
1 over, and being stout and skilled oarsman, 
j and the fish having somewhat slackened 
[ its speed, they succeeded, after a chase of 
about half a block, in grasping the lad 
j and lifting him into their boat, while the 
I sturgeon passed on into the lake. The 
boy fell tainting in the bottom of the boat, 
and was taken nome, almost dead from 
terror and the chill ‘of the water. Had 
he remained in the water only a few mo- 
ments longer his life would havg paid the 
forfeit of his attempt to deprive one of the 
, tinny tribe of its existence. 

The Import axil of a Sixoi.k Life. — 

i Probably very few persons are aware of 
, the incalculable importance of a sing’* life 
. iu the present situation of public affairs. 

| Yet upon the chances of one life will de- 
pend, so far as can now be foreseen, 

\ whether the series of measures which have 
j been forced upon the couutry shall re- 
! ceive tbe sanction or authority or the con- 
demnation of law. Knowing the control- 
J ling importance of the Supreme Court of 
the United States in the conflict between 
themselves and the President. Congress 
! at its last session passed a law for th : re- 
' duction of the number of judges from 
’ nine to seven, forbidding any new appoint 
1 ments. in case vacancies occur, until, by 
the happening of vacancies, the limit of 
seven judges is reached. It is well kuown 
that the Supreme Court now consists of 
nine judges, five of whom entertain opin- 
; ions, as expressed in late decisions, utter- 
ly at war with the scheme of military ad- 
1 ministration which the Sherman military 
reconstruction bill provides for. and four 
of them have declared their belief in the 
i power of Congress to erect military tri- 
i bunals in the Southern States under the 
: war power. Of the five judges who ad- 
here to the anclefft, clear, and well-settled 
, principles t>f right aud constitutional lib- 
j erty, two or three are aged *nj feeble, 

| with the chances of life very much against 
them, while the minority is composed ot 
i young, robust men, the new appointees, 
j with one exception. The death of any 
, one ef the majority would make a tie in 
the Supreme Court’upon the essential prin- 
ciple of the Sherman bill, and of course 
I would prevent the court from pronouncing 
the bill unconstitutional. The veto of the 
President being overridden by a two-thirds 
vote of Congress, and the Supreme Court 
! thus divded, there remains no constitu- 
I tional instrumentality by which to escape 
from the tyranny of its operation. Let a 
j single one of the live judges die and the 
consequence is that every citizen of the 
Southern States, in life, liberty, and prop- 
erty, is at the unchecked mercy of military 
tribunals. How frail, then, is the barrier 
between right and unlicensed power. Any 
day, any hour, may remove thio last im- 
pediment, and then all further power of 
peaceful resistance to the encroachmeats 
of partisan organization will be at an end. 
When we consider further that under no 
circumstances can the direct question up 
on the act itself be raised and decided in 
this tribunal before next winter, the chau- 
ces of failing, in one or moreof those lives, ! 
is fearfully increased. With a sagieity 
worthy of a better cause, the managers of 
Congress saw and calculated these contin- 
gencies, and provided for the advan 
tage which tuaj’ flow to them from their 
happening. They knew that, while the ap- 
pointing power was with the President, he 
would place in that court men whose opin- 
ions were in harmony with the teachings 
of the fathers of constitutional liberty — j 
nor could they remove from office men 
whose known fidelity to right was an ob- 
i stacle to their political devices. But the : 
cunning device of reducing the number of 
Judges, as death from time to time may . 
create a vacancy, has nothing in its out- > 
ward form to violate the law or to shock 
the public sentiment; yet its provable 
practical effect will be utterly revolution- 
ary and disastrous. Such then is the val- I 
i ue of one single life, and that of a feeble I 
oid man. Upon its continuance will de- i 
pend the alternative of preserving the 
; rights of mankind, or establishing an un- 
imited tyranny over ten millions of peo- 
pie 3am 

Oiling the Sea. — An experienced sea : 
captain writes to the New York Herald 
that he has been at sea 28 years, and 
: master of a vessel for the last ten years, I 
i and during that time he has saved the 
vessel under his command twice by oiling - 
the sea. He writes that “when the mas- | 
ter of e ship cannot get out of a storm — 

| that is. when a ship is disabled aud he 
has to take the heft of the gale — if he has 
oil on board, start two or three gallons 
over the side of the ship. This will give | 
the ship smooth water to the windward. | 
and then the oil allowed to ran drop by j 
drop is all that is required, lor as soon as 
the sea comes in contact with the oil it 
brakes, and the ship is in smooth water as 
long as the oil is allowed to run. In 1864. 
in the heaviest gale of wind I ever saw 
I lost a'l my sails, then the rudder and 
1 know the vessel could not have ridden , 
the sea for an hour if it had not had it | 
on board. Five gallons of oil lasted me 
fifty-six hours, and thus saved the vessel, 
cargo, and lives on board. Let ships of 
Leavy tonnage have two iron tanas of 
forty gallons each, one on each side, with 
faucet so arranged that the oil can be 
strrted at any time; small vessels, ten 
gallon tanks, and all ship s boats tanks of 
live gallous each, well tilled, so that in 
case the ship tounders or burns, the boats 
will have oil to smooth the sea in case of 
a gale. With these tanks of oil on board 
of ships and a good man for master — one 
who kuow3 the laws of storms and hand- 
les his ship so as to get it out of the cen- 
tre of the storm, you will have no more 
foundering of good ships at sea, nor the 
loss of many lives and millions of money.

In an article ou the late Artemus Ward 
and his writings, the Cleveland Herald 
thus explains the origin of his celebrated 
letters: 

There was a vacancy in the local de- 
partment of the Plain Dealer at that 
time, and Mr. Gray teudered the position 
to the young Toledo printer, whose items 
in the* Toledo Republican and Commer- 
cial had struck nis fancy. Browne at 
once accepted, coming to Cleveland iu 
the summer of 1H37. Here he soon be- 
came popular, not only by his contribu- 
tions to the local columns of the Plain 
Dealer, but also by his genial social char- | 
acteristies. lie was not a steady worker j 
in getting up the local news of the day. j 
but he made up for any deficiency in this 
respect by “inventing” startling news 
items, and by humorous adaptations of J 
anecdotes he had heard, and to which he 
managed to give a local coloring. It was ^ 
to fill a vacancy caused by a lack of local 
news that he started his “Artemus Ward 
letters, originally intended to run oaly to ; 
the extent of three or four, but the success 
of which induced him to continue them. 

The Toledo Blade relates the following J 
touching and characteristic anecdote: 

The best illustration of his character is I 
shown by an incident that was related to us 1 
by one who knew well whereof he spake. I 
While Mr. Browne was at work at his i 
trade he supported his aged mother, and 
when he bad prepared his celebrated lec- | 
ture, entitled “Babes in the Woods." be- j 
fore its delivery he resolved to devote the 1 
proceeds, after deducting his personal ex- 
penses. to a recovery of the homestead of 
his family and placing his mother in pos- ( 
session of it.
